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Pilski Favors Tax 
Differential Bill 

Demonstrating how Greenbelt 
citizens are paying double taxation 
for common services, Mayor Rich¬ 
ard Pilski on behalf of the city 
council urged the county council 
to enact county bill No. 61 at a 
public hearing on July 19. The 
bill, introduced by county council¬ 
man Francis W. White, would re¬ 
duce the county property tax for 
citizens living in municipalities 
via the creation of special taxing 
districts. A specific tax credit pro¬ 
cess would be set up based on the 
amount each municipality spends 
for the overlapping service. 

Pilski used as illustrations the 
police, public works, and recreation 
services provided by the city of 
Greenbelt. He noted that Green- 
betters pay a city tax rate of 22.6c 
per $100 assessed valuation for 
police services while also paying 
40c on the county tax rate for 
county police services. 

“In other words,” he said, “Green¬ 
belt residents are paying more in 
property tax for the extremely limi¬ 
ted county police services which 
they receive than for the support 
of their own police department. 
This is a totally unfair tax situa¬ 
tion,” he declared. 

Similarly, Pilski noted that 
Greenbelt residents are paying 11.2c 
toward the cost of city public works 
operations, while paying a county 
property tax rate of 15.1c toward 
the cost of operating the county 
Department of Public Works. The 
only thing the city gets for the 
latter, according to Pilski, is that 
the county pays the electric bill for 
street lights at the intersection of 
Kenilworth and Greenbelt Road. 

With respect to recreation, Pilski 
said that Greenbelt residents are 
getting back about $2 in direct 
county program benefits for every 
$3 paid in county taxes. At the 
same time, city residents are pay¬ 
ing city property taxes for the 
Greenbelt recreation program, 
which Pilski termed “the finest in 
the county.” 

Pilski noted that many of the 
city recreation programs are en¬ 
joyed by county residents who con¬ 
tribute no taxes toward the pro¬ 
gram operation. “Well over half of 
our men’s softball league players 
are non-residents,” Pilski said. 


PGC Appealing Permit Case 

Prince George’s County is pre¬ 
paring to go to court to defend the 
rescission of building permits the 
county contends were issued in vi¬ 
olation of the state sewer morator¬ 
ium, Executive William W. Gullet 
said at his July 18 press confer¬ 
ence. 

Gullett rescinded three permits 
June 30 after investigations uncov¬ 
ered a legal misinterpretation by 
the Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission attorney that allowed 
new garden apartments to hook 
into sewer lines designed to handle 
a single family residence. 

His action immediately halted 
construction on 855 apartment un¬ 
its. At the same time, Gullett also 
promised further investigation into 
the situation and more permit pull 
backs. 

A recent Circuit Court decision 
has allowed builders to resume the 
construction until a full hearing 
could permanently decide the status 
of the moratorium in Prince 
Georges. 

But no further illegal building 
permits will be issued, according 
to Gullett, because WSSC has tigh¬ 
tened its requirements for the is¬ 
suance of building permits after 
he ordered them to do so.

SOCC Needs Contributions 

Save Our Community chairman 
Thomas X. White announced today 
that prominent zoning attorney 
James Vance has been retained in 
the civic group’s lawsuit against 
Prince Georges County and Green- 
briar Associates. Vance will rep¬ 
resent SOCC at the hearing set for 
August 23 at 10 a.m. in the County 
Courthouse, Upper Marlboro, be¬ 
fore Judge 'William B. Bowie of 
the Seventh Circuit Court in Mary¬ 
land, 

At issue in the SOCC appeal is 
whether the County Council, sitting 
as the District Council in zoning 
matters, erred on August 10, 1971, 
in granting a special exception to 
Greenbriar Associates for three par¬ 
cels of land east of the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway and north of 
Greenbelt Road. The special ex¬ 
ceptions permit extra bedrooms to 
be built in the proposed 1193 gar¬ 
den apartments, over and above 
the amount provided for in the 
zoning ordinance. 

SOCC alleges in its suit, that 
Council’s decision was in error, 
contrary to law, unconstitutional, 
arbitrary, capricious and for vari¬ 
ous other reasons not in the in¬ 
terest of the residents of the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

Chairman White is making an 
appeal to all citizens in the Green¬ 
belt community to assist the Save 
Our Community Committee in its 
effort to promote sound decisions 
on zoning and land use. To help 
SOCC meet legal expenses, con¬ 
tributions may be deposited in the 
SOCC account at Twin Pines Sav¬ 
ings & Loan, in the Greenbelt Cen¬ 
ter Mall, or may be sent to the 
Greenbelt Save Our Community 
Committee, 8 Woodland Way, 
Greenbelt, Md,, 20770.

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Hazards Cited At 
Stream Yailey Park 

The city has received a report 
from the Parks and Recreation 
Advisory Board recommending 
correction of dangerous conditions 
and improvements in the Northway- 
Dakewood Stream Valley Park. 
This report (#6-72) will be taken 
up at the next meeting of city 
council on August 14. 

The Stream Valley Park, which 
functions mainly as a neighbor¬ 
hood play area and as a heavily- 
used link in the walkway between 
Lakewood-North End and the 
Center, consist of two sections: an 
upper, open, grassy area bordered 
by a stream, and a lower, narrow 
flood-plain through which the 
stream runs in a concrete channel. 

The report noted the following 
hazards: 

(1) All the bridges crossing the 
stream are dangerous in design 
and should be either modified ex¬ 
tensively or replaced. 

(2) A sanitary sewer near the 
south end of the park overflows 
from time to time and WSSC should 
be asked to correct the problem. 

(3) The path from Northway to 
the park path ends abruptly in a 
barricade. A suggested solution to 
this problem is to remove the bar¬ 
ricade and build a wide bridge 
with suitable guard rails across the 
stream at this point. 

(4) Loose chunks of pavement in 
the creek are a hazard to children 
playing there. 

Other Problems 

Several other problems were not¬ 
ed which the report thought could 
be overcome by improved main¬ 
tenance. 

One was the muddy condition of 
the lower part of the park. It was 
suggested that chipped wood be 
placed around the log and play ar¬ 
eas, the area be regraded, and the 
path raised where it is always cov¬ 
ered with dirt. 

Other problems concerned the 
poor lurf of the grassy area and 
the poor condition of the ballfield. 
A suggestion was made to move the 
ballfield out from the end of the 
park, and turn it to face down the 
field; also, establish a turf manage¬ 
ment program for the field and 
plant grass along the stream bank 
to stop erosion. It was also thought 
that the field would be improved 
by reshaping the upper part of the 
pavement-filled section of the 
stream to form a depressed chan¬ 
nel and a bevelled bank. 

A final section of the report dealt 
with improvements in the park. 
These included recommendations 
for benches, landscaping, a bridge 
for access to the basketball park, 
play equipment, and protection for 
children crossing Crescent, It was 
suggested that a neighborhood play 
area be established in the triangle 
of land where the stream branches. 

The report recommended that 
before any permanent structures 
are installed a plan be drawn up 
and presented to local residents 
for comment. 

The report was careful to point 
out that it was not recommending 
an additional basketball court, 
football field, or other sports fa¬ 
cility, nor development of park¬ 
land between cul-de-sacs or of the 
natural part of the stream. Nor did 
it want any obstruction of the gras¬ 
sy area, except small trees to pre¬ 
vent erosion along stream banks.

Several Heating Proposals 
To Be Priced Out By GHI

A somewhat clearer picture of the alternatives available to 
Greenbelt Homes, Ine. for rehabilitating its physical plant emerged 
from last Thursday’s 3-hour meeting with the engineering consul¬ 
tants from The Architectural Affiliation (TAA). These alternatives 
boiled down to three, as visualized by the various proponents. 

(3) Install high-efficiency, oil- 
fired, hot-water individual heating 
units. This is recommended by 
Hugh O’Donnell, especially for the 
brick homes. 

Other proposals such as using gas 
were dismissed by TAA because of 
the critical national shortages in 
supply. 

TAA Position 

The TAA position is that by con¬ 
verting to electricity, GHI will cut 
the monthly heating bill in half 
largely because the manpower will 
no longer be needed to supervise 
and operate the central boilers. 
Instead, each home will have its 
own thermostat and pay its own 
fuel bill. E, Hamilton Niles, chief 
TAA representative, said that such 
individually-controlled heating will 
also contribute to keeping costs 
down. 

Niles argued against attempting 
to modernize the present system 
because he felt that after making 
all the capital outlays necessary, 
GHI will still end up with an an¬ 
tiquated system just barely in 
working condition. At the same 
time, nothing will have been done 
to weatherproof the walls, to heavy 
up the electric service, or to take 
care of the exterior sidings. 

The GHI board felt that before 
any decisions could be made it 
would need some good comparative 
cost figures on the three approach¬ 
es. Suggestions were made that 
GHI should conduct demonstration 
projects utilizing the three ap¬ 
proaches so that members would 
have a solid basis for making de¬ 
cisions, 

TAA was asked to see what fig¬ 
ures could be worked up. Several 
board members, however, also wan¬ 
ted to get input from other experts, 
and there was general agreement 
that the more figures the better. 

The major problem generally is 
that under the mutual ownership 
contract, the corporation has a re¬ 
sponsibility for maintaining the 
buildings in perpetuity, yet many 
components of the physical plant 
have only a few years of life left. 

For example, Niles said, the 
frame asbestos shingles have a 
lifetime of 40 years. 30 years have 
already passed. The shingles are 
beginning to blister from water 
moisture and are already worn 
down in many cases. Thus, GHI 
is faced with the problem of re¬ 
placing these shingles in the next 
ten years. 

Niles emphasized that the cor¬ 
poration has much more than a 
heating problem. He thought that 
one of the weaknesses of the other 
approaches was that they concen 
trated on heating while ignoring 
the other problems. 

However, some of the audience 
minimized the other problems. 
Caruso said that his house had no 
moisture problems and the asbestos 
shingles were in good shape. Lekh 
Batra was not sure that there was 
that great a need for heavying up 
the electrical system and suggested 
a polling of members to determine 
their electrical appliance needs.

(1) Retain the present heating 
distribution system, but modernize 
with new oil boilers as needed, re¬ 
place leaky hot water pipes, insu¬ 
late the pipes, and install proper 
check valves. Supporters of this 
approach, such as Vincent Caruso, 
are convinced that the cost savings 
would be considerable. 

(2) Convert the system to electri¬ 
cal heat. This is the TAA recom¬ 
mendation because, by so doing, 
they claim the corporation can get 
additional bonuses, such as heavy¬ 
ing up the electrical services, elim¬ 
inating the moisture problem 
through insulation, and replacing 
the deteriorating asbestos shingles. 


CITY NOTES 

To correct a drainage problem 
along Lastner Lane, where heavy 
run-offs of water were undermining 
several driveways, the Public Works 
crew has laid nearly 30 feet of new 
pipe, which connects with a sewer 
line. This piping is made of a por¬ 
ous metal wdiich permits some seep¬ 
age of water into the soil while at 
the same time removing sudden 
heavy run-offs quickly. 

On July 24 the crew began back¬ 
filling over the newly laid pipe. Con¬ 
crete driveways which were cut for 
the excavation of the drain trench 
will be repaired as quickly as possi¬ 
ble. 

The Parks crew cleaned the 
Southway entrance to the city of 
weeds and debris, and the special 
details crew painted the interior of 
all pedestrian underpasses with a 
base coat suitablbe for decorative 
painting by the children’s Arts and 
Crafts classes. The city crew also 
painted parking and curb lines on 
streets and replaced lights at Braden 
Field.

P.G. County Council 
Gets Anti-Pollution Bill 

Council Chairman Winfield M. 
Kelly, Jr. presented an updated 
version of Prince Georges County’s 
anti-pollution law to the county 
council June 30 that would give the 
county clean air and water provis¬ 
ions comparable to the vigorous 
ones on state books. 

For the first time in county his¬ 
tory, all emissions visible to hum 
an observers from any installation 
or building will be banned unless 
they come from wood-burning fire¬ 
places in recreational or residential 
facilities. 

The act requires builders to take 
“reasonable precautions” to pre¬ 
vent solid particles from becoming 
airborne, advising the use of water 
or chemicals for the control of dust; 
asphalt, oil and water on dirt roads 
used for construction access; and 
coverings for open vehicles carry¬ 
ing material that might pollute the 
air. 

The Kelly ordinance bars open 
fires in the county except when no 
other practical method of disposing 
of the material is possible and no 
nuisance created. The provision 
absolutely prohibits burning within 
the Capital Beltway, within 200 
yards of an occupied building or 
heavily traveled public road and 
the burning of material, such as 
tires, that creates dense smoke. 

By July 1, 1973, the measure asks 
no burning take place within 500 
yards of any occupied building or 
congested road. 

Also all incinerators must be 
closed by July 1, 1973 to comply 
with the law. 

Within the anti-odor provisions 
of the Kelly-sponsored bill, no fuel 
may be sold after the effective date 
of the legislation with more than 
one percent sulfur by weight. Ac¬ 
cording to its own stipulation, the 
bill would become effective 45 days 
after its passage. 

In the county’s first statement on 
car pollution, the legislation makes 
it a misdemeanor to remove any 
air pollution device put into a ve¬ 
hicle. 

If meeting any of the require¬ 
ments of the bill provides a hard¬ 
ship or isn’t “feasibly practical,” 
the measure provides an appeals 
process through the Air Pollution 
Control Division of the Health De¬ 
partment. 

The ordinance ups penalties for 
polluting the county’s environment 
to no more than a $25,000 fine, 90 
days imprisonment or both. 


Environmental Hews

On July 1 several new measures 
went into effect in Maryland con¬ 
cerning motor vehicles and the en¬ 
vironment. The vehicle law was 
amended to say that excessive ex 
haust smoke (exclusive of water 
vapor) shall not be visible for more 
than ten consecutive seconds. “Ex¬ 
cessive” may make the law a bit 
vague, but we all know what 
they’re talking about. This means 
not only cars, but trucks and (gasp) 
buses. The police (city, county, 
state, park) are charged with en ¬ 
forcing this as they do other traf¬ 
fic violations; a simple warning 
may be given, although a summons 
and an equipment repair order are 
possible. If we are serious about 
the air (“Breath deep, while you 
sleep!” as they sang in Hair), we’ll 
first take care of our own vehicles. 
Next we’ll realize that it is as im 
portant to report offenders here as 
it is to report a vehicle which ha¬ 
bitually runs red lights. Both are 
out to get you! You can call the 
Prince Georges County Health De¬ 
partment (773-1400) the all-pur¬ 
pose complaint number (864-3874) 
or the state police (345-3101). Be 
sure to get the exact license num 
ber and a good description of the 
vehicle. Your complaint will be pro¬ 
cessed and the offender will be 
warned. 

Another new addition to the same 
law relates to idling vehicles: “No 
motor vehicle engine shall be al¬ 
lowed to operate for more than five 
consecutive minutes when it is not 
in motion . . . “with a few excep¬ 
tions such as traffic conditions be¬ 
yond the driver’s control. We hone 
that this applies to police vehicles 
also. These changes come in the 
same section of the law which ap¬ 
plies to noise pollution from motor 
vehicles: “Every motor vehicle at 
all times shall be equipped with a 
muffler in good working order and 
in constant operation to prevent 
excessive or unusual noise and no 
person shall use a muffler cutout, 
bypass, or similar device upon a 
motor vehicle on a highway.” Pre¬ 
sumably, although you would nev¬ 
er know it around Greenbelt, that 
applies to two-wheeled motor ve¬ 
hicles as well as four-wheeled ones. 
Presumably, and again you would 
never know it one block from the 
Greenbelt police department, it ap¬ 
plies between 11 p.m. and 6 a.m. 

A final change in vehicle laws 
relates to littering. It can now re¬ 
sult in a point assessment against 
one’s license. Like other traffic vi¬ 
olations, a warning rather than a 
summons may be given if the of¬ 
ficer feels that this will accomplish 
the same thing.

Bernice Nelson Retires Greenbeit Children Show 


“A public health nurse is all 
things to her patients. She is en¬ 
tirely different than anyone else 
who touches their lives/' mused 
pioneer Greenbeit resident Mrs. 
Bernice Nelson in looking back ov¬ 
er two decades of service as a pub¬ 
lic health nurse with the Prince 
Georges County Health Depart¬ 
ment. 

Honored recently at retirement 
ceremonies, Mrs. Nelson received 
commendations for her outstanding 
service from Governor Marvin 
Mandel and from Prince Georges 
County Executive William W. Gul - 
lett. She will be missed most, how¬ 
ever, by her colleagues and patients 
to whom she epitomizes the ideal 
public health nurse. 

“In no other place in the world 
would you get the trust that is giv¬ 
en to a public health nurse/' Mrs. 
Nelson said in discussing the chal¬ 
lenges of her chosen vocation. 

“To work with an ill person to 
tod ones own potential and per¬ 
sonal growth and to feel one can 
and will make it is part of the chal¬ 
lenge, too," Mrs. Nelson reflected. 
“We have to accept people with 
many limitations as whole people 
capable of making it if we can 
just help them to find the way.* 

And we are concerned with the 
whole gamut of health problems 
— from mental health to child, ma¬ 
ternal, environmental health — and 
with a complex network of family, 
community and agency relation¬ 
ships. 

When Mrs. Nelson took the radical 
step of entering nursing school in 
1925 her family was dismayed be¬ 
cause they did not feel it was a re¬ 
spectable profession. But to Mrs. 
Nelson public health nursing, which 
she entered later in life as a sec¬ 
ond career after years of mother¬ 
hood, is the most demanding and 
exciting of all disciplines. She 
wishes more young people were 
being counseled and encouraged to 
enter the field today. 

Back in 1952, Mrs. Nelson was 
one of 10 public health nurses em¬ 
ployed by the County Health De¬ 
partment The population number¬ 
ed about 195,000. This compares 
with a staff of 175 nurses serving 
a population of 680,000. And for or¬ 
ientation, that first summer Mrs. 
Nelson covered the whole County! 

Today her case load is upwards 
of 70 families living in Census 
Tract 20B, in the Suit land area. 

The young nurses today are of 
a high calibre and very aggressive. 
They come in and fight for what 
they think is right! I’d say our 
staff is ideal,” Mrs. Nelson com¬ 
mented with pride, glad to know 
that despite her retirement her pa¬ 
tients will continue to receive the 
finest in public health nursing ser¬ 
vices. 

A resident of Greenbeit since 1937, 
Mrs. Nelson is currently second 
vice-president of the Greenbeit 
Woman’s Club. Daughter Lorene, 
her husband James Hanna, and 
their children Ruth, Sarah, Clif¬ 
ford, Maria and Lloyd reside at 192 
Greenhill. Son Robert, his wife 
Jackie and children Randy, Chris¬ 
tine and Jimmy are living at 116 
Hedgewood Drive.
